And as light ame when cozne is reapt, oꝛ hedges burne with bzandes, 
That paſſers by when day dzawes neete thzowlooſelp fro their banden, : 
So into flames the God is gone and burneth in his bzeſt | 
And feedes his vaine and barratne lone in hoping fo2 the beit. 
Per haire vnkembde about her necke downeflaring did he ſee | 
O Lozdand were they trimd (quoth he) how ſeemely would the bee 
He lets her eyes as bzight as fire the ſtarres to repzelene,, _

Among the hilles ef Arcadie that Syrinx had to name. 

Ok all theMpmphes of Nonacris and Fatrie farre and neere, 

In beautte and in parſonage this Ladie had no peere. 

Full often had ſhe giuen the flip both to the Satyrs quicke 

And other Gods that dwell in Woods,andinthe Foꝛreſts thicke, 

Oz in the fruitfull fieldg abzoad, Jt was her whole deũire | 

To follow chaſte Dianas guiſe in Maydenhead and attyze. 

Thom ſhe did counterfeit ſo nigh, that ſuch as did her lee 

Might at a bluſh haue taken her, Diana fs2 to bee, 

But that the Nymph did in her hand a Bowe of Coꝛnell holde, 

TUhereas Diana euermoze did beare a Bowe of Solde. 

And yet the did deceine folke ſo. Upon a certaine dag 

God Pan with Garland on his head of Pinetree ſam her ſtray 

From Mount Lyc eus all alone, and thus tu her did ſap. 

Unto a Gods requeſt, D Mymph,vouchſafe thou ta agree 

That doth deſire thy wedded ſpouſe and huſband foz to bee. 
There was pct mo1e behinde to tell : as hom that Syrinx flev, 
Though wayleſſe woods and gaue no eare to that that Pan had ſed, 

Untill che to the gentle ſtreame of ſandie Ladon came, 

Where foz becaule it was ſo deepe, ſhe could not paſſe the ſame, 

She petioully to change her ſhape the watry Nymphesbeſought : 

And now when Pan betweene his armes, to catch the Nymph had _—_ 
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In ſtead ofher he caughtthe reeds new growne vpon the bzooke, 
And as be lighed, with his bzeath the reeds he ſoftly ſhooke, 
onhich made aftillanvmouraing nopſe, with ſtraugneſſe of the which

To make my.comfozt of theſe Reeds wor rein thou doeft lament :

On Argus, and behold his epes had bid him all good night, 

There was not one that did not lleepe, and faſt he gan to nod, 

AImme dately he ceaſt his talke and with his charmed rod, 

So ſtroked all his heauie eyes that earneftly they llept. | 

Then with his Woodknifeby and by he lightly co him tept, 

Andlent him ſuch a perlous blow, where as che houlders grue 

Unto the necke, thacRtatght his head quite from the bodie flue, 

Then tombling downe the headlong hill his bloudy courſe he lent, 

That all the way by which he rold was ſtayned and beſpꝛent. 

There liſte thou Argus vader foote, with allthyhundieth lights, | 

And all the lightiscleane extinct that was wichin tholeſights;. 

One endleſſe night thy hundzed eyes hach now bereft foz axe, 

Yet would not lun ſuffer ſu her Heird mans eyes decay : 

But in her painted Peacocks taile and feathers did them ſec, 

Where they rem aynt like pꝛecious ſtones and glaring eyes as pet. 
She tooke his death in great viſpigbt and as her tage did maue, 
Decerminde foz/to mecke her wzath vpon her hulbands Loue. 

Foꝛthwith the caſt befoze her edes right ſtrange and vglx ſixhces, 

Compelling her to thinkethe iaw ſome feen os o2 wicked ſpꝛights. 

And in her heart ſach ſecret pyickes and percing ſtings ſhe gaue her, 

As though the wozld from plate to place with rettleſſe lozrow v2 aue hers 
Thou Nylus wert alligud to tay her paines and traueis paſt + 
To which as loan as is came with much adoe at lat, | 
With wearie knockles on thy bzim ſhe kneeled ſavly downe, 1 
And ſtretching foozth her faire long necke and chziſtall homed crowne, 
Such kinde ol countenante as ſhe had ſhelifted tothe ſkie, 

And there with ſighing lobbes and teares and lowing doolefully 

Did ſeeme to malte her mone to Ioue, deſiring him to malle 


— — — 
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Some ende of choſe her troublous ſtozmes endured for bis ſake; 
— his wife about che necke —— ade, 
That los penaunce vet at length might by her graunt be ſtayde, 
Thor ſhalt not nee de ta feare(quoth he)that euer the ſhall grieue thee 
From thts day fozth, And in this caſe the better to beleeue me, 
The S:ygian waters of my woꝛds vaparciall witnefle beene.
